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BANDSMAN’S HAT DONATED

THE speaker at the April meeting of 
Cowbridge-Pontfaen Probus Club was 
Nick John Rees, who worked in a bank (his 
father insisted he had a ‘proper’job) before 
he became a professional painter. 

Nick usually paints seascapes, nearly all calm ones 
with small ripples of water mnning up the sand, and 
the ones he showed us were of Brittany, Cornwall and 
Wales. 

The play of light on the waves was most impressive 
to someone like me who can’t draw. As a contrast, he 
also brought one rather striking sunset with the paint 
raised from the canvas to make the rocks really stand 
out. 

He described his methods and use of colour, making 
the point that he uses a number of colours to get the 
very delicate and calming views of sea and sky as well, 
and that he takes a considerable amount of time over 
each painting. 

Apparently professional painters, Nick included, 
tend to be their own severest critics and destroy work 
which does not meet with their approval. 

Nick usually works with acrylic paints, but 
sometimes uses oils, making the point that all paint, 
acrylic, oil or watercolour, is a pigment dissolved in a 
medium to allow it to stick to the paper. 

He mentioned another artist who still uses egg 
tempera - a very old technique where the pigment is 
dissolved in egg yolk. 

On the business side of being a professional, Nick 
said that his previous career had given him some 
valuable skills and then went on to talk about 
marketing the hundred or so pictures he sells each year 
both through galleries and privately. 

I think we were all surprised at the amount of 
commission galleries charge but, as Nick said, they do 
have to run their premises and pay for all the 
marketing and publicity. 

This talk gave us all an insight into a world about 
which most of our members knew very little - if 
anything - a most interesting talk on an unusual 
subject. In case you want to find out more, Nick has a 
website at www.nickjohnrees.com.

to gain a famous victory. 

Jodie said on dismounting: '"Lauberhorn is 
brilliant, a real class act. I have always admired him 
and it has been a joy to ride him.” 

Mr Willcox was quick to give praise to Stephen 
Parkhouse who had helped him train Lauberhorn, 
which had finished amongst the also-rans in his 
previous race last month. 

The John Lovell Men’s Open Race, for which 
there were seven starters, was really a match 
between Claire Sherriff’s seven-year-old bay mare 
My Coranna and David Llewellyn’s 13-year-old bay 
gelding Rosies Peacock. After Thomas Junior and 
Sheriff Hutton had made most of the early pace. My 
Coranna and Bradley Gibbs took up the lead two 
fences from home and went on to win by six lengths 
from Rosies Peacock. 

My Coranna, which has never finished out of the 
first two, was winning for the fourth time in a row 
and her rider said: “She has a big heart and has done 
well on ground that is a bit too soft for her.” This 
exciting mare could find herself in the line-up for the 
Dunraven Bowl at Chepstow on April 22. 

My Coranna was the second leg of a double for 
Gibbs who had won the opening Hunt Members’, 
Subscribers and Farmers’ Race on another exciting 
mare, the five-year-old Frelia, who came home a 
distance ahead of Cousinade after taking up the 
running five fences from the finish. 

Sixteen-year-old Lorcan Williams from Amroth in 
west Wales, riding his mother Loma and father 
Chris’s seven-year-old bay gelding Nicholasville, 
chalked up his first winner in around 10 rides when 
landing the Restricted Race by six lengths from the 
John Mathias-partnered Princess Tina, who had 
looked like winning three fences from the finish. 

Lorcan rides out for leading National Hunt trainer 
Paul Nicholls and no doubt we will be hearing a lot 
more about him in the future. 

Keith James’s eight-year-old chestnut gelding 
Itchmei’mscratch which had won a bumper 
(National Hunt Flat race) in Ireland when trained by 
Gordon Elliott in 2014, was the winner of the 
Intermediate under Tom David. In a handy position 
throughout, the oddly named odds-on favourite won 
by 10 lengths from NorthGeorge, in a time which 
was eight seconds faster than when winning the 
Members at the Glamorgan in March. 

David made it a double when taking the Young 
Horse Open Maiden on the R G L Racing 
Partnership horse Ride On Time, a six-year-old bay 
gelding which had been placed over hurdles and in 
chases when trained by Ben Pauling. 

Ride On Time came home five lengths ahead of 
Ann Scott and trainer Robbie Llewellyn said: “Tom, 
who works for Pauling, told us the horse was useful 
but wanted to be sweetened up a bit so we bought 
him for our family and friends syndicate. He’s a 
lovely horse to train and we are all delighted.” 

The Seven-Year-Olds and Over Open Maiden 
was won by Key People, a nine-year-old bay gelding 
owned by Pyle’s Mrs Sherree Lean and trained by 
her husband Jonathan Lean. Well ridden by 
Bargoed’s Kris Hamner, aged 25, Key People, a 
former inmate of Tim Vaughan’s yard came home 30 
lengths ahead of the favourite An Cor who was 
finishing in the runner-up’s spot for the third time in 
a row. 

Kris said: “He’s a pleasant and easy horse to ride 
and we were always going well.”

Stunning Neath 
Valley proves a 
true adventure 
on a sunlit day 


EIGHT walkers from Penarth 
and District Ramblers joined 
Clive to explore what is 
commonly known as ‘Waterfall 
Country’- the huge variety of 
falls on the Rivers Nedd, 
Mellte and Hepste in the 
delightful Neath Valley. 

After heavy overnight rainfall, and 
with rain still falling upon their arrival 
at Pontneddfechan, the prospect of a 
high swell on the rivers and underfoot 
mud was high on the agenda. 

Following the Nedd Fechan 
upstream before deviating along the 
Afon Pyrddin, a raging torrent of water 
at Sgwd Gwladus was crashing into the 
river below sending spray in all 
directions. 

Returning to a footbridge at the river 
junction, muddy paths led upstream 
alongside the Nedd Fechan, and 
passing the major falls of Horseshoe 
and Sgwd Ddwli both in full flood, the 
rain stopped during a break for 
refreshment at Pont Melin-fach. 

Continuing through bare woodland 
above the Nedd Fechan, and 
negotiating a great deal of slippery 
mud while clambering over exposed 
tree roots and minor landslides, 
eventually a steep rough rocky track 
above Pont Rhyd-y-Cnau led out onto 
a road with misty 360-degree views. 

More mud on the bridleway, where a 
great deal of tree lopping is taking 
place, led to a lunch stop at Cwm Porth 
in bright warm sunshine, before a 
descent to the fast-flowing Afon Mellte 


and the flooded cave entrance of Porth 
yr Ogof. 

Then continuing on past a group of 
cavers at a narrow pothole entrance, a 
trek through yet deeper and squelchy 
mud on the east bank of the Mellte led 
onward past the crashing Sgwd Clun- 
gwyn and on to steps set into the 
hillside leading down to the Afon 
Hepste. 

Donning waterproofs for the short 
but thrilling, precarious trek 
underneath Sgwd yr Eira, everyone got 
wet from the spray as the waterfall 
lived up to its name of ‘Fall of Snow’. 

A steep climb back out of the valley 
onto yet more muddy pathways led on 
through pretty woodland, past the 
remains of old stone cottages at 
Cilhepste-fach and Cerig with stunning 
views through the Neath Valley lit up 
in the bright sunshine. 

Blue skies accentuated the beauty of 
the dark brooding Dinas Rock and, 
after a steep descent, a swift walk 
beside the Nedd Fechan brought them 
back to Pontneddfechan for a 
rewarding and much-needed drink in 
The Angel prior to the journey home.

The final presentation, returning to 
Gloucestershire, was a short history of the village and 
valley of Slad, concentrating on the life and works of 
Laurie Lee. Of particular note was the music used for 
these presentations which in such presentations can 
often be the ‘poor relation’ to the images. 

However, Martin had made very careful 
selections, including some original work which 
complemented the photography perfectly. In all, this 
was one of the best AV presentations we have ever 
had and we look forward to Martin returning next 
year. 

The following week we had an in-club ‘silent 
auction’ night where members made secret, written 
bids for items put up for sale by other members. This 
was a novel and most interesting evening where some 
members got a bargain or two, some members took 
the opportunity to clear out some unwanted 
equipment and the club made a little money in 
commission. 

On the evening of March 18, we were visited by 
Peter Young CPAGB, AFIAP, APAGB, a well- 
regarded photographer who gave us a presentation 
entitled ‘Tales From The Dark Side’. This consisted 
of an exhibition of prints mostly in black and white 
(hence the title of the presentation) and some colour 
photographs used to illustrate the difference that a 
monochromatic treatment gives to an image. 

Most of the black and white shots, including his 
most recent work, were traditional ‘wet darkroom’ 
prints with only a few being digital shots. This struck 
a chord with many of us who have spent so many 
evenings in the darkroom over the years, but seemed 
to puzzle some of the younger contingent! 

The subject matter was interesting, at times 
unconventional, but always top quality and the night 
was well received by all members. 

Once again, the month concluded with our 
competition night. This month the judge was Harry 
Gardiner AWPF who gave a detailed and very 
thorough critique to every shot. He was most 
impressed by the overall standard of the work

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Tories and Plaid fall 
out over pledge on 
Dinas Powys bypass 


THE Conservatives recently announced 
that if they won the Welsh election a Dinas 
Powys bypass would be a priority. 

It led local Plaid Cymru councillor Chris 
Franks to point out that there were other areas of 
Wales that were upset they were not getting a 
share of the transport budget. 

Tory community councillor Vince Driscoll, 
who is also chairperson of the Conservatives in 
the Vale, said Coun Franks’ comments concerned

Coun Driscoll explained: “It is very worrying 
as it would appear he is putting other areas above 
the people who elected him. 

“I feel I have a duty to bring this to public 
attention when Coun Franks suggests the people 
in Llanymynech in Montgomery want a bypass, 
instead of Dinas Powys. 

“We’ve been waiting 93 years since the line of 
the road was first drawn. 

“Surely Coun Franks is elected to serve Dinas 
Powys and the Vale, not other parts of Wales? 

“Llanymynech has 1,675 people living there, 
with half of them in England. 


“The border runs down the middle of its main 
street - so 833 against the 60,000 combined 
population of Dinas Powys and Barry.” 

Coun Chris Franks told The GEM: “When 
Plaid Cymru proposed a Dinas Powys bypass last 
year as part of the Local Transport Plan, all 
Conservatives in the Vale voted against it. That 
says it all. 

“I spoke on the issue alongside Coun Ian 
Johnson, representing our constituents. The 
Tories said nothing about Dinas Powys. 

“Plaid Cymru would also like to see more 
carriages on rush hour trains where travellers are 
unable to get seats in the morning or evening, and 
extra trains for Rhoose and Llantwit Major. 

“As Plaid Cymru is second in the latest polls, 
we are the only party who can tackle Labour on 
these important issues. 

“The Conservatives are pledging bypasses for 
many communiies in Wales.

Use quick crops of radishes and 
spring onions between slow-growing parsnips, or a 
quick crop of peas before it’s time to put your mnner 
beans out in June. 

Radishes and lettuce can also be grown between 
brassicas such as Bmssels sprouts and sprouting 
broccoli, which take a long time to fill their space. 
WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

Protect young vegetable plants with netting if you 
have a problem with birds. 

Start to harden off bedding plants in a garden frame. 

Transplant evergreens that need moving. 

Sow Bmssels sprouts, parsnips, radishes, spinach, 
Swiss chard and turnips outdoors. 

Sow half-hardy and tender annuals in the 
greenhouse for summer bedding. 

Start to mow the lawn weekly or more often if 
necessary. 

Plant summer-flowering bulbs such as acidanthera 
and tigridia. 

Weed patios, paths and drives. 

Apply rose fertihser, gently hoeing it in around the 
plants. 

Ventilate cold frames and the greenhouse whenever 
possible to encourage sturdy plant growth. 

Feed newly planted hedges.

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JUST WHAT IS THE FUTURE FOR HOUSE 
PROPERTY VALUES IN GREAT BRITAIN? 



T he year 2016 made a brisk start, 
with house prices jumping to new 
height. 

The average value of a UK home hit a record 
high of £292,000 in January after increasing by 
7.9 per cent annually, according to the Office for 
National Statistics (ONS). 

Meanwhile, property website Rightmove 
reported a few months ago that the average price 
tag on a property coming to market across 
England and Wales had passed the £300,000 mark 
for the first time. 

The struggle for people to get on the housing 
ladder has also been laid bare. 

The ONS figures also show that a first-time 
buyer faces paying 7.7 per cent more for a 
property in the UK than they did a year earlier, 
with the average price paid for a starter home 
standing at £222,000 in January 2016. 

And another report, from estate agent Hamptons 
International, found it would take a single first¬ 
time buyer 13-and-a-half years to build a big 
enough deposit for a home, while couples face a 
wait of three-and-a-haff years. 

That report, which covered England and Wales, 
assumed someone would need to raise a 15 per 
cent deposit to buy a home. It also assumed 
aspiring buyers were working full-time and saving 
22 per cent of their income towards a deposit after 
paying essential bills. 

So with the UK housing market already on full 
steam ahead for 2016, what's next in the coming 
months? 

Well, one of the reasons behind the strong 
activity seen so far in 2016 is thought to be a 


stamp duty increase for people buying second 
homes, such as buy-to-let investors, in England, 
Wales and Northern Ireland. 

The increase has just kicked in, as of April 1, so 
its full effects are yet to be seen. 

The three percentage point increase on previous 
stamp duty rates for this sector of the market was 
announced by the UK Government towards the 
end of 2015, and investors rushed to complete 
sales before the deadline. 

In Scotland, stamp duty land tax (SDLT) has 
been replaced by the land and buildings 
transaction Tax (LETT). 

However, similar tax h ik es on the purchase of 
additional homes such as second homes or buy-to- 
let properties have also been introduced in 
Scotland, as of April 1, with the intention of 
avoiding any potential distortions in Scotland that 
could arise from the stamp duty increase in the 
rest of the UK. 

Various suggestions have been put forward as to 
the impact the tax h ik es might have on the market. 

Some experts believe the extra costs will be 
passed on by landlords to rental sector tenants in 
the form of higher rents. 

A report from the Association of Residential 
Letting Agents (AREA) found that nearly two 
thirds (63 per cent) of letting agents predict the 
supply of buy-to-let properties will now start to 
fall as landlords are pushed out of the market, and 
nearly six in 10 (57 per cent) beheve rents will be 
pushed up. 

But the coming months could also present an 
opportunity for first-time buyers, who can find 
themselves competing for the same property types 
that investors also go for. 


Simon Rubinsohn, chief economist at the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors (RIGS), says 
the pace of house growth could start to “slacken” 
if demand from buy-to-let investors shrinks a bit 
in the coming months. 

He says there have been signs of buy-to-let 
investors and people buying holiday homes 
looking to accelerate their plans. This means some 
sales that may otherwise have taken place later in 
the year have now been brought forward. 

However, an array of schemes designed to help 
people move onto or up the housing ladder may 
fill any gaps left by a drift off in demand from 
investors. 

Rubinsohn says that with various Government 
schemes such as Help to Buy upping the demand 
from buyers, it is hard to predict the impact of the 
stamp duty hi ke. 

He says: "We're going to see sales activity 
continue to move ahead but it’s going to be a bit 
harder to build up the numbers. Eirst-time buyers 
may find the landscape a bit more favourable.” 

WHAT... IS THE NEW FLOOD RE 
SCHEME? 

Elood Re is a new insurance scheme to help 
households in higher-risk areas get access to more 
affordable cover and a wide choice of policies. 

Launching on April 4, the scheme works with 
insurance companies so that people who own and 
live in properties that are most likely to flood can 
shop around more easily to find policies with 
more affordable premiums and excesses. 

It is hoped that the increased competition will 
help drive down premiums for those affected. 

The scheme will help people who buy buildings 
or contents insurance for properties that are at risk

of flooding, providing they own and live in them. 

It is estimated that, over time, around 350,000 
UK households could benefit from Elood Re. 
Consumers will not need to deal with the scheme 
directly and will still buy their insurance as usual. 

The Association of British Insurers (ABI) says 
some insurers will be contacting customers 
directly to tell them about how Elood Re can make 
a difference. 

Consumers can also call their insurer to find out 
if they can offer new options. The ABI says it is 
also a good idea to shop around, as the existence 
of Flood Re should, over time, mean more choice 
of affordable flood cover, even for those at high 
flood risk.

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RAISING THE ROOF TO UPGRADE 

CONSERVATORIES 


Once the preserve of the wealthy who wanted to cultivate exotic species of 
flora, today it's estimated that around one in five UK homes have a conservatory. 


Offering additional light, with relatively fast construction times, up to 200,000 conservatories were built per 
year during the height of their popularity. 

However, some homeowners found that the full glare of the sun in summer and chilly temperatures in winter 
made older conservatories uncomfortable, with the only solution being a costly rebuild.

With this option, the interior of the conservatory can include a plastered ceiling with down-lighters or even 
roof windows to keep the view of the stars.

How to keep 
your plants and 
ornaments safe 
from thieves 


WE may not have rare plants in our 
gardens that are worth a fortune on the 
black market, but our ornaments, costly 
containers and mature trees would cost a 
lot to replace. 

As reports that the increase in thefts of valuable 
rare plants is forcing the RHS garden at Wisley, 
Surrey, and the Royal Botanic Gardens in both Kew 
and Edinburgh to assess security and install extra 
CCTV, now is the time to think of our own plots. 

Each year, property owners lose millions of 
pounds worth of garden equipment, including 
mowers, furniture, expensive statuary and ornaments 
and even York stone paving slabs and turf. 

Here are ways to minimise the risk of theft: 

BOUNDARIES 

• Eit trellis on top of a fence to improve security. 
A trellis is fairly fragile - it won’t support the weight 
of a human - and difficult to climb. However, 
anything higher than two metres and you’ll need 
planning permission. 

• Grow spiky hedges of holly, berberis, hawthorn 
or blackthorn. Most conifers will form a thick hedge 
that is difficult to get through. Thorny shrubs are 
most effective. 

Other thorny shrubs which will make a medium to 
large hedge up to 1.8m (6ft) include pyracantha and 
Rosa rugosa, while low-growing thorny shrubs can 
be positioned at the base of fences and below 
windows and drainpipes to deter intruders. 

PATHS 

• Gravel paths act as a deterrent as any visitor will 
scrunch up the driveway or gravelled approach in the 
back garden, alerting the home-owner. 

PLANTS 

• You may not have rare plants, but you could 
have valuable mature specimens in pots. If you have 
bay trees framing your front door, invest in the 
heaviest pots you can to deter thieves. 

• Tough, deep roots are the best anchorage. So 
grow plants from small specimens to allow them 
time and space to mature and their strong, developed 
root system will make it very difficult for 
opportunist thieves to easily dig them up. 

• Invest in a specialist land anchor when planting 
expensive trees and shrubs. 

• Plant new shrubs through a layer of chicken wire 
topped with soil, which makes them harder to dig up. 

ORNAMENTS 

• Take pictures of your ornaments in case they are 
stolen and write your postcode on them in ultra 
violet pen so they can be traced back to you if 
retrieved. 

• Eit alarms which will go off if they are moved, 
but won’t respond to wind or rain. 

• Secure them to the ground or to a nearby post or 
pillar by chaining them to an ‘anchor’. You can buy 
proprietary land anchors, most of which are based on 
a permanent stake to which the item is bolted or 
chained. 

Or fix coach bolts through the pot’s drainage 
holes and bolt the container to the ground. Urns, 
statues and large planters could alternatively be 
cemented in place. 

SHED 

• Check that your shed is secure. It needs strong 
hinges and a good padlock. Consider fitting a battery 
operated alarm or even extending your house alarm 
to protect it. 

• Security mark all tools, mowers, garden 
furniture, ornaments and other valuables so if they 
are offered for sale and the thief apprehended, you 
may be reunited with them. 

ERONT GARDEN 

• Keep front-garden hedges and fences low - one 
metre is ideal - so intruders can’t hide behind them. 

• Hide your best specimens from view. If you 
really want your hanging baskets in the front, 
consider padlocking them to their supports, or

chaining bay trees to a pillar. But remember, what is 
not on view is less likely to be stolen. 

• If you have a padlocked gate connecting the 
front and the back, make sure it is as high and strong 
as your fencing. Use locks at top and bottom and 
make sure the hinges are fixed to the gatepost so the 
gate cannot be lifted off its hinges. 

LIGHTING 

• Install motion-sensitive lights both front and 
back. This can be a great deterrent. 

• Consider installing CCTV - look for systems 
you can monitor from your mobile. 

INSURANCE 

• Check your household insurance policy covers 
theft from your garden and outbuildings. 

BEST OE THE BUNCH - Erica Carnea 

Spring-flowering heather is a real winner in tubs, 
troughs, beds and borders, even in windy gardens. 

There are lots of different named varieties in 
white, pink, red, mauve or purple and they look 
wonderful planted in front of conifers and 
evergreens, as they grow to around Sin (20cm) high 
and 18in (45cm) wide. 

They are generally lime-haters and do well 
planted in ericaceous compost in full sun. If you 
want something slightly taller, go for E. darleyensis, 
which grows to around 60cm (2ft) and blooms 
between November and April. 

They are also wonderful planted in containers 
with dwarf conifers, pansies, ivy and red-berried 
Skimmia reevesiana, to make a really colourful 
scene on the patio or by the front door. 

Once flowers have faded, the plants should be 
trimmed back lightly, but make sure you don't cut 
back into old wood. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT - Carrots 

You should be able to make the first outdoor 
sowings of carrots now, but try to warm the soil up 
first to aid germination. 

Your soil needs to be free of stones or you’ll get 
funny-shaped carrots, but alternatively you could 
grow some in deep pots of compost. 

Eor a continuous supply of baby carrots, sow a 
short row and keep sowing at regular intervals 
through the summer, drawing out a 1.5cm seed drill, 
spacing the drills 15cm apart. 

Water the area with a fine rose watering can to 
minimise seed disturbance and keep the soil moist 
until germination. 

Once seedlings are large enough to handle, thin 
them out, leaving one seedling every 2-4cm. Eurther 
thin them a month later to a final spacing of 10cm. 

The first baby carrots should be ready for pulling 
in June. Good varieties include ‘Early Erench 
Erame’, which are small and round and won’t fork if 
they hit a stone, or ‘Early Nantes’, which grow well 
in light, sandy soil. 

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

Prune plum trees once they have started growing. 

• Make sure pots and seed trays in the greenhouse 
do not dry out. 

• Cut off dead flower spikes from summer¬ 
flowering heathers and prune young tree heathers. 

• Make the first outdoor sowings of culinary and 
salad herbs. 

• Apply a spring fertiliser to established lawns 
once they are actively growing and cut grass when it 
is about 8cm (Sin) high. 

• Transplant autumn-sown onions to their final 
quarters, spacing them alternately at 12in (30cm). 

• Thin early sowings of lettuce. 

• Give roses a top dressing of rose fertiliser. 

• Sow campanulas under glass. 

• Clear remaining crops of leeks and celery so the 
ground can be prepared for new crops.

Let Midnight Special 
shine its light on you... 


T here are 
very few 
directors who 
can arguably have 
had such an 
impressive opening 
haul of films than 
Jeff Nichols. 

Shotgun Stories was a 
low-key thriUer, Take 
Shelter an evocative 
mood-piece and Mud an 
eerie, woozy coming-of- 
age story. 

His latest film, 
Midnight Special, sees 
hi m reteam with 
collaborator Michael 
Shannon who plays Roy, 
on the run with his child 
Alton (Jaeden Lieberher) 
from a cult who worship 
Alton because he has 
special powers. He is 
pursued by a FBI agent 
(Adam Driver) who is 
looking into the case of 
Alton, but Roy and his 
friend, state trooper 
Lucas (Joel Edgerton), 
are intent on delivering 
Alton to a specific 
place... 

Much has been made 
of how Midnight Special 
is a film that acts as Jeff 
Nicholls’ love letter to 
early Steven Spielberg, 
echoing the Amblin 
films of the late 
1970s/early 1980s that 
saw Spielberg deliver 
mysterious, engaging 


work in the likes of 
Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind. 

While there is an 
undeniable flavour of the 
‘Berg present, this is also 
Nicholls’ most personal 
and obtuse work yet, a 
film that is at its core a 
film about the 
relationship between a 
father and a son, yet also 
has a sci-fi element to it 
that keeps you guessing 
and intrigued until the 
very end. 

When the father is 
played by Michael 
Shannon, you know 
you’re in for something 
special. The actor has 
made tightly-wound, 
stoic men his stock in 
trade in recent times, 
never giving anything 
less than an intense and 
absorbing performance 
and it’s no different here. 

A little more low-key. 
Shannon is the glue that 
holds the film together, 
his conviction in doing 
what he believes is right 
for his son the be all and 
end all, and the actor 
gives a quietly magnetic 
performance. 

He cleverly plays on 
perceptions in fleeting 
moments where you 
wonder if his beliefs are 
the propelling force 
guiding this story (a hark 
back to his character in 


Take Shelter) as well as 
times where his 
commitment to the cause 
pushes hi m physically 
and emotionally, in what 
is a tremendous turn. 

He is ably matched by 
young Jaeden Lieberher 
who gives a breathtaking 
performance as Alton. 

It’s a performance where 
less is more, his stillness 
and other-worldl in ess 
fitting perfectly within 
the story, and he holds 
his own against the rest 
of the cast with ease. 

With a maturity that is 
judged superbly, 
Lieberher is exceptional, 
but the performances 
from the likes of Adam 
Driver, Joel Edgerton 
and Kirsten Dunst as 
Alton’s mother are aU 
pitched to perfection. 

Given the subject 
matter, this is Nicholls’ 
most visually ambitious 
film to date, yet he 
retains a sense of 
intimacy throughout, and 
even when the film takes 
a turn for the stranger, he 
never loses sight of the 
characters and the needs 
of the story. 

His script sets the 
grounded story of a 
father helping his son 
and throws the bells and 
whistles of the science- 
fiction genre on top, but 
that the film remains so 
grounded in terms of 
narrative is a testament 
to Nicholls placing such 
importance in building a 
foundation that holds 
strongly. 

What it lacks among 
its many mysteries and 
questions is a genuine 
sense of drama. While 
the film tells the story of 
Alton and how his 
‘powers’ impact upon 
those around him, there’s 
very little jeopardy 
despite the fact he is 
being pursued by both 
the cult he was liberated 
from, and the 
government; indeed the 
only moment of real 



peril is resolved off 
screen. 

Also the film’s 
conclusion may frustrate 
as much as it may amaze 
depending on what you 
want from it, an ending 
that is both satisfying but 
one that raises more 
questions that lack a 
definitive answer. 

But it would take a 
hard heart not to find 
Midnight Special 
engaging and 
emotionally resonant - 
while it certainly takes it 
cue from the past, it 
reaffirms Jeff Nicholls as 
one of the most talented 
writer/directors working 
today. 

VERDICT: A 

triumph of a film. 
Midnight Special 
manages to deliver a 
magical viewing 
experience, a genre film 
that writer/director Jeff 
Nicholls roots with a 
compelling father/son 
story. With superb 
performances all round, 
this is a tmly wonderful 
film. Highly 
recommended.

The building was 
purchased by Mr Frost 
in 2014, with the aim of 
transforming the former 
fire station into 
residential units. 

Needing to raise funds to 
tackle the restoration 
and conversion, he was 
grateful to be 
approached by the 
coordinator of the 
Empty Properties 
Scheme, a joint Welsh 
Government and local 
authority programme, to 
see if they could offer 
assistance. 

He said: “Within 
days, eligibility was 
confirmed and the 
solicitors were arranging 
the contracts. We were 
able to borrow £150,000 
from the scheme, as 
soon as we could 
demonstrate that the 
value of what we had put 
into the site to date could 
be recovered in the 
worst case. 


“This was a huge 
benefit to us, as cash 
flow was very important 
in the early days. 

“The loan enabled us 
to replace the roof, deal 
with the structural issues 
and make the building 
watertight before 
starting the internal 
construction. 

“We have retained a 
lot of character from the 
original building and 
added some good quality 
industrial warehouse 
style accommodation, 
with high ceilings, 
polished concrete floors 
and ornate Victorian 
handmade cornicing and 
exposed brickwork. 

“Much of the work 
has been carried out by 
local companies, for 
example manufacturing 
72 new hardwood 
reproduction windows 
and hand crafting the 
lead dome on top of the 
tower. 

“The project is now 
close to completion with 
seven apartments in 
addition to the former 
outbuildings. There has 
been a lot of local 
interest in the project.” 

Head of regeneration 
and planning, Marcus 
Goldsworthy, said: “We 
are pleased to offer help 
to property owners in the 
Vale to improve their 
premises. Repairs and 
maintenance can be 
costly and lead to further 
problems if not carried 
out. 

“The interest-free 
loans will allow them to 
address issues with their 
property and pay for it 
simply and sensibly. 

“We also hope that the 
loans will help property 
owners to bring vacant 
properties back into use. 
Unfortunately, vacant 
properties can cause 
problems by attracting 
anti-social behaviour,

LAST WEEK’S GEM 

Bethel Presbyterian Church which amalgamated 
with Trinity Presbyterian Church is now living 
accommodation. 

The roundabout at the junction of Court and 
Gladstone Roads was once the site of an ornate 
three-branch lamp standard and horse trough 
donated to the town by Dr George Neale. It, like 
its counterpart at Gladstone Road and Broad 
Street, has since disappeared. 

The next buildings of any interest were at the 
Council’s Yard (the former skip site). They were 
the slaughter house and the lairs. Both were 
closed when they failed to come up to the 
demands of the Health and Safety Executive. 

Back to Hannah Street and to the school at the 
top, now named Jenner Park. The school was built 
in 1900 after a great deal of soul searching by the 
local authority, who said “that the school would be 
too far from the centre of the population, too near 
the slaughter house, the proposed refuse 
destructor, and a public toilet.” As the school was 
near the destructor, it benefited by becoming the 
first school in the principality to be lit by 
electricity generated by the burning of refuse at 
the destructor. The generator was given to the 
Welsh Maritime Museum when the yard was 
closed. 

The council yard once housed the destructor; its 
chimney was a landmark that could be seen from 
many miles around. 

Jenner Park Stadium is adjacent to the yard and 
has been used for many years for football, 
athletics, rugby league and the most popular sport 
of all in the 1930s and 1940s, greyhound racing. 
The ground was filled to capacity, with owners, 
trainers and racegoers coming from far and wide 
to the racetrack. 

‘Grogan Hill’ - some say that it was named 
after the Gwrgan family that built Dinas Powys 
castle, others say after the small building called 
the ‘Crogben’ in which convicted felons were held 
before being taken away for execution either at 
Stalling Down or at Felonsway in Barry. 

Further up the hill set into the row of houses is 


a small church named after William Wilberforce, 
who fought for the abolition of slavery. He was a 
friend of Rev Thomas Sims who owned Buttrills 
Farm and the Bowers Farm in Coldbrook. The 
Rev Sims is buried in St Cadoc’s Churchyard (Old 
Village Church, Cadoxton). 

Along Barry Road to Tynewydd Road, on the 
top of which is a monumental sculptor’s yard once 
owned by Mr Ball; on the right is the Tynewydd 
Inn built as Tynewydd House by Mr Thomas, who 
is shown on the census of 1841 as farming on 
Barry Island. It was used for a number of years as 
a children’s nursery. This ends your alternative 
walk.

PENARTH Hockey Club’s burgeoning 
youth section continued to add gloss to the 
organisation’s 2015-16 season, with two 
sides performing admirably in the under-13 
South Wales Cup. 

Penarth ‘B’ 

THE tournament, held at King George V field in 
Swansea, was the first time this season that the 
under-13s had managed to put out a ‘B' team as 
some of the boys have only been playing for a 
month,’but they still showed real potential against 
more experienced opposition. 

This was no more evident than in their first match 
against a very strong Gwent ‘B’ side, as Penarth 
managed to soak up a lot of pressure with Kavan 
Kalsi-Lucas making some tremendous saves in goal. 

The whole team defended brilliantly and were 
rewarded when, with a few minutes to go. Jack Ritchie 
made a counter attack and saw his shot was deflected 
into the path of Tom Lumsden, who slotted home to 
give Penarth an unexpected victory. 

Buoyed by their win, the boys then played 
Whitchurch ‘C’ but, despite having all the pressure, 
could not score the crucial breakthrough goal. Josh 
Wame and younger brother Oscar worked tirelessly in 
midfield, but could not prevent Whitchurch from 
scoring against the run of play, handing Penarth a 1-0 
defeat. 

Despite the setback, Penarth were determined to get 
back to winning ways against Whitchurch ‘B’ team. 
Along with some immense defensive work from Ethan 
Kneale and Owen Kestle, and a very assured 
performance from Lumsden, Felix Clarke had his best 
game for the club, providing excellent service to 
Ritchie up front, while Josh Wame proved 
outstandingly brave mnning out on penalty comers. 

Once again, the team was rewarded for its work at 
the back, as a wonderful reverse stick strike from 
Ritchie provided the breakthrough on the way to 
another well-deserved 1-0 win. 

Penarth dominated their final group match against 
Swansea ‘B’, taking the game to their hosts but with 
Kestle, Lumsden and Kneale always watchful to cover 
the breaks. 

Oscar Wame came close to scoring but it was big 
brother Josh who eventually found the all-important 
touch to seal the victory for Penarth. 

Despite three wins from four matches, there would 
be no further progress for the plucky Penarth side as 
Gwent, who they had beaten in their opening match, 
took the group on goal difference. 

Although disappointed at not going through to the 
final, the result was still a tremendous one for a team 
of players including many who had not played 
competitive hockey before the weekend. 

Penarth ‘A’ 

THE ‘A’ tournament took place straight after the 
‘B’ team competition, pitting Penarth against 
Whitchurch in their first match. 

The Vale side started slowly and were denied both 
space and time as Whitchurch kept their shape well. 

As a result, there were few attacking opportunities 
for Penarth, despite some excellent passing from Max 
Poddar and Lewis Ingram, and Whitchurch underlined 


their control by taking the lead before half-time. 

Penarth managed to create more chances after the 
interval, with Elys Johnson just shooting wide, and the 
Cubs were just starting to open up the Whitchurch 
defence on a regular basis when the Cardiff side got a 
lucky break and added a second goal to put the result 
beyond doubt just before the final whistle. 

Penarth needed to recover from their disappointing 
start in time to take on Abergavenny, but made a nervy 
start and had Gabriel Pryde to thank for clearing off the 
line early on. Gradually, however, Penarth took a hold 
of the game with some super skills from Johnson and 
Iwan Meddins before both took turns to find the net, 
Johnson with great composure and Meddins with a 
cheeky one-handed reaction shot. 

Both Ingram and Ross John were proving immense 
in midfield but, once Penarth had gone 2-0 up, the 
team seemed to ease off and allowed Abergavenny 
back into the game with a late goal. 

That produced a tense finish, but Penarth managed 
to cling on to their 2-1 lead with some excellent 
defending from Pryde and Aaron Noor-Mohamed, 
with Kalsi-Lucas again making some important saves. 

The final group game put the Vale side up against 
the giants from Bridgend and, despite Penarth looking 
a much younger team, they did not let the size 
difference affect them. 

Aaron McJennett-House was superb in defence, 
Ingram took control of the midfield, and Meddins and 
Johnson again linked up well to create many chances, 
w hi le John came closest to scoring from a short comer. 

The game ended 0-0, but it was enough for Penarth 
to secure second place in the group and a chance to 
play Radyr in the knockouts. 

The two teams have played several times over the 
season and, as each encounter has proven to be very 
close, this was to be no different. The play flowed from 
end-to-end, with both teams creating chances, but the 
scorel in e remained 0-0 at half-time. 

Just as the deadlock suggested penalties, however, 
Radyr scored with a close range effort. Penarth 
responded by applying concentrated pressure on their 
rivals’ goal, with Meddins only narrowly missing out 
on an equaliser, but the Radyr goalkeeper was 
outstanding on the day and, had it not been for him, the 
Vale side could have scored several times. 

Victory ensured that Radyr went through to the 
South Wales Finals, but the Penarth boys should be 
extremely proud of themselves, having played with 
great skill throughout. 

With the entire squad having another year left in the 
under-13 age-group, any improvement akin to this 
year’s will give them a great chance of making the 
finals next season.
